to Kiel, tho northern port of Germany, 
when tho emperor (,oos there Juno 20 
to open tho great ship canal. Tho ves- 
sels of nil nations will bo there, inclnd 
ing some from tho American navy, and 
Emperor William will have thoopponn 
nity of his lifetime :o exploit himself. 
Womay lie assured he will not neglect it 


Tho importance of this canal will be 


appreciated at a gliuico by tho reader 
who looks npou a ms.p and sees that it 
makes an island out nf tho peninsula of 
Denmark. 
Formorl} ships from tho 


North aoa to tho Baltic loawere obliged 
to pass up around tho northern coast of 
Denmark and through the dangerous 
aud stormy Kattegat. The canal across 
tho Prussian province of Sloswick 
Qolsteiu will shorten tho distance scv 
eral hundred miles and give a safe and 
couiTortahlo passage. H will fiirnish an 
ontlet for Russian ships from the Baltic 
that will gratify at lo:ist part of Russia's 
ambition to be n merchant marine poW' 
cr. It will be something of a guarantee 
of peace between Russia and Germany. 


Tho ground was broken for tbii great 


enterprise eight years ago by the aged 
Emperor William. 
Et begins at Brnns- 


buttol, nunr the month of tho Kibe, on 
tho west, and runs slightly north of east 
to a term in ns near the port of Kiel at the 
western and German end of tho Baltic 
sea, it is 03 miles long. There are only 
two locks, one at eaca end. Every foot 
of it is built as splendidly and solidly 
as German architects know how to 
bnild. That it was constructed nt com 
parativeiy so small n cost is a credit to 
tho patriotism and honesty of engineers 
and contractors. 
Tho total cost 


$37, -MO, 000. Natural ly enough the men 
who took the contracts for the work 
woro Hollanders. What they do not 
»uow about making canals nobody else 
knows. The laborers, those who shovel- 
ed tho dirt and qnarriod tbe rooks, wore, 
as might havo been expected, Italians 
and some Swiss. 


Tho canal is 30foei:deop, and tbe lar- 


gest ships of tho world can pass safely 
tbrongh it, 
Tho highest npood allowed 


i:i t>X miles an hour. Itwill require 13 
hours to go from Bransbuttol to Kiel. 
Four railways and ten carriage roads 
p:wa over tbo canal. The bridges are 
high enough to bo nbovo tho moats of 
sailing vessels. An average of 5,000 
men a day worked eight years con 
atrnoting this great canal. 


The mechanical pover of Niagara f all» 


is more than twice that of all the steam 
engines in America combined. A Cana- 
dian plant will furnish power by elec- 
tricity on that side of the river. Tho fn- 
tnro greatnos* of this plan to transmit 
power by electricity from Niagara can 
hardly be computed. Tbo intention is 
to «end it even as far as New York city. 
Wherever thin Rlroug electric current 
can go it will abolinb steam and coal 
and anno*. Buffalo, I'rom being a black 
and sooty town, will brighten up and be 
a* cloon ai Bontoii.
